Three Amendments 

■ When Idahoans jto to ihe polls next 
Tuesday, they will bo hnndcd an extra 
ballot to be uaed In voting on three pro- 
poned BoiendmentB to the stnto conHti- 
tution. Usually, votcra are inclined to 
roffard such proposnls with suspicion, 
probably becnufle of the IcriiI InnguaRc 
normally used in presenting the ques- 
tion. Aa a result, too many voters do not 
mark ballots on constitutional chnnRea, 
That's a mistake. liecauHc it might bo 
more important to the individual than 
selection of a candidate to hold office for 
four years. 

The three amendments offered voters 
next Tuesday are much more clearly 
worded than normitl. yet there is copHid- 
crafite rcaiiinfj on the hnUot. Bn.iicJilly, 
the three amen{lmcnts boil down to pro- 
posals that would (a) (five full citizen- 
ship status to naturalized Aslatiss, (b) 
right to vote for a President of the U.S. 
after onlv 60 days' residence in Idaho 
and (c) authority for the state legisla- 
ture tQ.nbili^'h probate and justice of 
the pence courts. 

The Sirat proposal, SJR No. 1, would 
eliminate an obsolete rule that should 
never have been written in the first 
place. In prnctice, that provision of the 
Idaho cofi.ftilution hns been widely ig- 
nored for years. Presumably the ban on 
Chinese and persona of Mongplian dc- 
Bcent from voting, serving na jurors or 
holdint,' civil office dates back to the 
territorial days when portions of Idaho 
had n considerable Chinese population. 
Whatever the source, the provision cer- 
tainly has no merit today. 

SJR No. 6 would reduce from ■ six 
months to 60 days the length of Idaho 
rc'idcnce required to vote for presiden- 
tial electors. The alx-month requirement 
would remain in effect for other offi- 
cials. In the pa.st, many voters have been 
disenfranchised Because of a change of 
residence. The incidence increases with 
the greater mobility of population. Per- 
haps the change la indicated, but in ac- 
tual prnctice it might result in cMCBsive 
book work. The better course of action 
would be a blanket reduction in Icnsth 
of residence for all voting. 

The proposal to authorize the state 
legislature to abolish probate and justice 
o£ the peace courts may bring some ob-. 
jections, although the move has been 
recommended for years by the State Bar 
association. Reorganization of the Idaho 
court system would be accomplished by 
buildlnff around the district courts, pres- 
ent backbone of the judicial system. The 
cnuso of justice would bo served in most 
instances by the proposed changes. 

Basically, those are the advantjigcs 
for the three suggested changes to Ida- 
ho's constitution. All three propoaaJs 
wero recommended unanimously by the 
state legislature. Except for a few citi- 
zens who might harbor objections on 
personal or prejudiced grounds, no one 
should have any reason to oppose the 
three changes.

Some Magic Valley resident."* may bo 
diflappolntcd by the five-year time esti- 
mated to complete construction the 
interatatq highway from the Burley 
area to Jerome. Yet the intorveninj? 
years can be used as a time of adju.it- 
ment to aome changes that couJd bo al 
moat disastrous economically over r 
shorter period of time. 

In T\vin Falls, for example, consider- 
able business based on the touriAt traffic 
has been located along Kimbcrly Road, 
a portion of U. S. highway 30. Comple- 
tion of the interstate highway between 
Burley and Jerome will result in. consid- 
erably less tourist traffic on Kimbcrly 
Road, Those proprietors \vho have not 
been aware of the possibility should "ap- 
preciate having five years to plan their 
future. 

Because U. S. highway 9!1 pnsBDs 
through Twin Falls and there have been 
no plans to replace the route with an 
interstate higlnvny, there apparently 
•will be no chnnRe in the north -south 
tourist traffic. That includes the atend- 
ily-increasing volume from California. 

What will happen to the total volume 
of tourist trade in Twin Falls after the 
-interstate is completed remains to bo 
seen. A certain percentage of the east- 
wst traffic can be expected to be lost, 
but no one can predict the volume five 
years ahead of time. The delay could be 
used to advantage- to study what has 
happened in other localities. 

In nt lo.i.it one respect, the city of 
Tivin Falls hns nkcndy prepared for ex- 
pansion and/or business relocation. A 
recent city ordinance has zoned as com- 
mcrcial thoae thoroughfares along 
which traffic uill apttninch from the 
interstate highway. The new superhigh- 
way may havc"h.i(I some influence on 
the decision, but it had been indicated 
already by present traffic studies and 
other commercial expansion. 

Quiet and steady adjustment to the 
anticipated chnnRcs during the next five 

■ years can result in a much smoother 
transition. But what will happen exnctly 
is . anyone a guess until the highway

It has become 
an axiom among tho^e who have 
studied the laws of heredity 
that Uio more genes Involved In 
the hcrldltary transmission of a 
characteristic, the less chance 
that It win be passed on to one's 
ejilldren unchaoged. 

Advances in medical science 
have resulted In the saving of 
persons with certain hereditary 
conditions auch as some fomu 



of allergy, a tendency to dia- 
betes, aevere nearsightedness, 
and somo types ot Inpalred 
hearing. 

As these persons are saved, 
they psu these weaknesses on 
to succeeding generations. In an 
.earlier, less enlightened, day 
many or Uiese persona would 
have died In childhood or would 
have been so handicapped that 
tliey would not have married or, 
Jf mnrrlfd, would have, had few 
It any children. 

I would be tho first to declare 
that many ot the people with 
these detects are our finest and 
moat public •spirited clUiens but 
their presence in ever Increasing 
numbers places a crcat burden 
on our economy, one which, for 
the most part, these persona 
themselves have had to tiear, 

Meoaures advocated to pre- 
vent deterioration ot human 
Btocka Include segregaUon of the 
sexes to prerent reproducUon of, 
the physically handicapped in 
Institutions, sterklliaUon ot per- 
sons -wWi-severc-Uecplltai 
ease, and laws against tHi 
ralge of blood ' relatives. None ofi 
these measures, even when rig- 
orously applied, has solved the 
problem.

To get lo mundane matters, 
in Umea ot crisis, there Is 
owarenesa of tho Importance ot 
bolance In an investment pro- 
gram, with wide dkverslflcaUon 
not only as to Industries but 
also OS between evidences of debt 
and evidences of ' ownerslilp. 
Such a balanced diet Is lhe pru- 
dent man's way ol adjusting to 
the rlslu and unccrtalnUcs of 
the future In a changing world.

This proposed omcndment of tlio Idaho Constitutiun is designed to vest in the Legislature of the State of Idaho 
power to eliminate tho probate courts and tlio courts of justices of tho peace as constitutional courts and further, power 
to establish courts Inferior to the Supreme Court and to proscribo tlio jurisdiction of such Inferior courts whidi shall 
constitute a unified and Integrated judldal system for administration and supervision by Uio Supreme Court Section 
2 of Article V of tlio Idaho Constitution as now in effect provides: 

Tho judicial power of tho state shall bo vested In a court for tho trial of impeachments, a Supremo Court, 
district courts, probate courts, courts of justices of the peace, and such otlier courts inferior to the Supreme 
Court us may bo established by law for any incorporated city or town." 
The proposed amendment if adopted would cliango said Section 2 Article V to read thus: 

"Tho ludlcial power of the state shall bo vested In a court for the trial of impeachments,"a Supreme Court, 
district courts, and such other courts Inferior to tho Supreme Court as established by the legislature. TTie courts 
shall conslituto a unified and Integrated judicial system for administration and supervision by the Supreme 
"Court. The jurisdiction of such inferior courts shall be as prescribed by the legislature. Until provided hy law, 
no changes shall bo made in the jurisdiction or In the manner of tlie selection of judges of ci^tinR inferior courts." 
The proposed nmcndmcnt. If adopted, would also repeal Sections 21 and 22 of ArticJo V of tho Idaho ConstihJ- 
tion wliich set out tho jurisdiction oniie probate courts and courts of justices of tlio peace respectively. Further, the 
imiposcd amendment would also amend Section 6 of Article 18. of ttie Idaho Constitution which Section specifies 
. the various county officers. Tlie probate judge Is listed therein as a county officer; and tho proposed amendment, if 
adopted, would provide that the probate judgo would continue to be a county officer "unUl othcnvise provided by tho 
loglslaturo and that a probate or other county Judgo may be a county officer If provided for by law.

Celebrate 
Start of War 

ALOIERS, AlBcrlft. Oct. 31 00 
— AlRerla oelebratca tomorrow 
tlie clBhth nnnlvemBry ot Iho 
outbreak or the civil war that 
ended In Its Independence from 
Prance. 

An American SDod will m-oup 
headed by lorracr Ambassador to 
Peru Theodore Achilles, mln- 
Rlcd In the slreetH of the Capital 
today wJIh dclesaUena from Bus- 
ili, communist China uid East 
and Weet Qermany. Around 
them swirled diplomau from the 
African naHons, Czechj, yugo* 
Slavs and a special party Irom 
East Berlin. 

All were vjlnR for the rrlend- 
ship of 'tho world's newest 'non. 
aligned" country. 

It was on Nov. 1. iDSt. thai 
crudely armed rebel groups swept 
out of the Aurea mountains In 
cn.ilem AlRcrla, litnltlnn & na 
tlonallit war which kept th 
country In tlarnes for seren'an 
halt years. 

Tlic war ended last KprlnK 
■Ith a cense-nrc. But the (Ire 
smouldered throuRh wares of 
die-hard European terrorism un- 
til July 1. when Prance ceded 
sovcrelcnty of the North Afrl- 
c(in lerrllory to an Independent 
AlRcrUn EDvemment.
